THE apparent object which the new 
Act 32and 83 Vict. ch. 71 to conso- 
lidate and amend the Law of Ban- 
kruptey, hes in view, is apparently 
to leave a Debtor to his creditors. 
This is a move in the right direction. 
Leave a man to the mercy of those to 
whom he owes money, whose money 
he has lost, or whom he bas involved 








before he incurs risks which may 
place him in the power of those bie 
losses may injure. In one respect, it is 
a move backwards; for the protection 
of the Courts is an invention of 
later days. The iden that a man 
might white-wash himself, snap his 
fingers at bis creditors, and recommenco 
business without a debt in the world, 
is of recent date. [¢ arose out of the 
harshness of our Deblor and Creditor 
Laws, which enabled acreditor to throw 
his debtor into prison and keephim thore 
until he paid. Now, however, that impri- 
sonment for Debt is more or less prac- 
tically abolished, it is high time to 
sweep away laws which, originally 
intended for the protection of Debtors, 
have been found to offer a premium to 
indebtedness. A Trader cannot now 
make himself a Bankrapt, hence it fol- 
lows that, by no act of his own, can he 
obtain a discharge from his Debts; and 
unless one of his creditors, out of con- 
sideration for his misfortanes and his 
inability to pay his debts, steps forward 
and under the 6th Section takes the 
necessary proceedings to make him » 
Bankrupt, he is powerless, and there is 
nothing left for him bat to work on or to 

ay his debts in fall. It is trao that, 
xy the 125 Section, a Debtor anable to 
pay his debts may summon a general 
meeting of his Creditors; but it does 
not at all follow because he doos s 
that they aro compelled to liquidate his 
affairs by arrangement or by Bank- 
raptey. They may if they think proper ; 
bat it is not probable they will, unless 
they seo their way to a good dividend. 
Norwill it henceforth be admissible for 
a Debtor to summon a meeting of his 
Creditors, for the purpose of inducing 
them to permit the liquidation of his 
affairs, unless ho is in a position clearly 
to satisfy them that be can pay 
ten shillings ia the pound, or that his 
failure was the result of cireamstances 
for which, in their opinion; he cannot 
jnstly be held responsible—not simply 
in Jus opinion. 

Uf the Act works as those who sug- 
gested and framed it expect, a great 
check will be placed on’ reckless 
overtrading and on speculation ; for if, 
on examination of a Debtor's affairs, it 
appears that he has over-traded or in- 
dulged inspeculations beyond his means, 
his chances of getting a discharge are 
small indeed. 

This alteration in the Law cannot 
fail to attract the anxious attention of 
the Mercantile Community, and must 
make a change in commercial morality, 
and in the mode of doing business. No 
one can read the various reports of the 
different Commissions which have, from 
time to time, been formed to consider 























in his own rain; aud ho thinks twice | and revise our Bankraptey Laws, with- 
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out being struck with the conviction 
that recent statutes on the subject have 
wholly failed either to secure morality 
or honesty iu traders, They have,in fact, 
offered inducements to disregard both. 
So long asa Trader could feel that over- 
trading, or daring speculation, might 
bring him wealth; and that the only 
consequence of failure wes the annoy- 
ance of being obliged be give up the 
little that was left to his creditors, and 
that in a few months he could start 
again on the same reckless career, there 
was little inducement for him to hold 
back. Now, however, prospects are 
changed—if he will trade boyoud his 
meaus—if he will speculate,—if he will 
risk other people's money’ besides his 
own, his creditors will bold bis future 
fate in their hands, for the Law will 
now afford him little, if any, so-called 
“ protection.” 

‘The power or control of the Court 
which, in past ti tood between him 
and his creditors is now infinitesimally 
small. The Court can indeed still, in 
the case of Bankruptcy, refuse to grant 
the discharge, even if the Creditors 
derire it; but’ it cannot compel the 
consent of the Creditors, neither can it 
exercise the discretion it was enabled 
under the old acts to exercise, as to 
granting such discharge when opposed 
by the body of them. The power of the 

ourt under the New Act is limited ; 
and under no circumstances can it grant 
a discharge (see section 48) unless it is 
proved tliat ono of the following con- 
ditions are fulfilled. 

1. Either that a dividend of not less 
then 10s. in the pourid has been paid, 
out of the Bankrupt's property. 

2. Or that special resolution 
(which by paragraph 8 of section 16 
means one decided by a majority in 
number, and three fourths of the credi- 
tors present personally or by proxy 
and voting for such resolution) of his 
creditors. bas been passed, to the effect 
that his Baokraptcy or the failure to 
pay 10s. in the pound has, in their 
opinion, arisen from circumstances for 
which the Bankrupt cannot justly he 
held responsible, and that they desire 
that an order of discharge should be 
granted to him. 

The cumbrous machinery of Official 
assignee and Creditor’s assignees is 
done away with; and the Creditors are 
empowered, alter adjudication, to ap- 
point a person who may or may not 

a Creditor, to administer the Ban- 
krapt's property (Section 14). This per- 
son is to be styled a Trustee; he will 
be called on to give security, and he is 
to be remunerated as well as superin- 
tended in his conduct of the affairs of 
the Bankrupt, by Creditors who, by vote, 
are to be appointed as a Committee of 
inspection. The appointment of a 
Trustee is to be immediately reported 
to the Registrar of the Court of 
Bankruptcy, and the property of 
the Bankrupt shall then forthwith 
pass to and vest in him; until how- 
ever such an officer is appointed, the 
Registrar is to be the Trustee, for all 
the purposes of the act. 

By the 20 Section facilities are given 
to Creditors who consider themselves 
aggrieved by the conduct of the Trustee, 
to apply to the Court to confirm, re- 
verse, or modify any act complained 
of; but, subject to the directions of the 











Committee of inspection, or to tho 
instractions of a general meeting of 
Creditora, the Trastee is to exercise 
his own discretion in the management 
of the estate, and its distribution, 
amongst the creditors. ‘This is an evi- 
dent improvement on the devolution 
under the old Acts of the care of the 
estate to Creditors assignees, and will 
no doubt more effectually secure the 
interests of Creditors; bat it will as- 
suredly operate, we will not say 
prejudicially, but as a severe restraint 
on the Bankrupt. He will no longer be 
able to trust to the chances of his as- 
signees having too much to do, in the 
way of attending to their own affairs, to 
busy themselves about his. The Trus- 
tee, being a paid servant of the Credi- 
tors, will be far more likely to exhaust 
all possible and likely means to 
compel an effectual and complete 
disclosure on the part of the Bavk- 
rupt, of his estate, and thns secure a 
larger dividend, than a mere Creditor’s 
assignee ; and his power over the Bank- 
krapt is very great. While Creditors 
in the past lamented over the supineness 
and indifference manifested by those of 
their body appointed Trade assignees, 
who were too often selected because 
they were rather friendly to the Bank- 
rapt than otherwise, it will now be 
fora Bankrupt whose conduct is not 
free from blame, to dread the zeal of 
the paid Trustee. No doubt, the effect 
of this provision will be to raise op a 
wa oe professional Trastees, whose 
reputation and emoluments will de- 
pend upon the skill and energy they 
show in ferreting out property, and in 
purging the conscience of the Bankrupt, 
and in making every ivem of property 
most largely available to creditors for 
dividend. ‘Nothing will be passed over 
and nothing condoned ;- the fiction of a 
Bankrupt not being allowed to retain 
more than £20 worth of clothing will 
cease to be one, and the reality will 
leave him bare indeed. 

By the 26 section, the Trastee may 
appoint the Bankrupt himself to super- 
intend the mavagementofall or any part 
of the property, and by section 38 he 
may make to him an allowance or com- 
pensation for his services, ‘This is also 
a valuable provision, fur in the case of 
an honest trader there ix seldom a 
person so well fitted to assist the Cre- 
ditors, as the Bankrupt himself. 

‘As ‘regards partnerships, there is a 
valuable provision contained in the 
second paragraph of the 80 Section, to 
the effect that, when two or more pe- 
titions in Bankruptey are presented 
against the same Debtor, or against 
Debtors being members of the same 
partnership, the Court may consolidate 
the proceedings. This is a great boon ; 
it will diminish the expense and enable 
partnerships to be wound upin the 
same way as the affairs of any iu- 
dividual Trader. Considerable powers 
of arresting the person of a Bankrapt 
are given by the 86 section. If, after a 
petition is presented, there is reason to 
believe that a Debtor is about to leave 
the jurisdiction of the Court with the 
view to avoid service of it, or to avoid 
appearing to it, or to prevent any ex- 
amination in respect of bisaffairs, or 
even to delay and embarrass the pro- 
ceedings in his Bankraptcy, he may be 
arrested and sent to prison. In the 


























same way, if there be a suspicion that 
he is removing or about to remove his 
goods, or to conceal them or any of his 
books or writings which might be of va- 
lneor use to his Creditors, he is equally 
Tiable to arrest ; and so is he also if, af- 
ter adjudication, he either parts with 
any portion of his goods or fails to ap- 
pear at any examination. 

An alteration is also effected in the 
Law relative to sales of the Bunkrapt’s 
property by the sheriff under execn- 
tion, on judgments obtained against 
him prior to his adjudication. Under 
the the old Law, provided a sheriff could 
sell before the Messenger in Bank- 
raptcy could seize the property, the 
sale was a good one, and the assignees 
of the Bankrapt could not interfere, 
By the 87 section of the new act, how- 
ever, a sheriff cannot sell immediately 
under an execution ; or if he doen 
sell, he must retain the proceeds in hie 
hands fora period of fourteen days, 
and if Bankroptey intervenes, ho must 
hold such proceeds to the nso of the 
Trustee, and not to that of the execa- 
tion Creditor. 

Great powers are also given to the 
Court and to the Trustee, to compel a 
disclosure on the part of the Bankrupts 
of his property which will, it is expect- 
ed, effectually prevent that which was 
one result ‘of the laxity of the old 
Bankrupt Law, and was so common of 
Bankrapts who had only paid an insi 
nificant dividend—namely starting a- 
fresh immediately after their discharge, 
‘on property which there was good ren- 
son to believe they had mannged to hide 
from the researches of their creditors 
and assignees.

Summary of Hews. 


We mentioned, last week, the arrival 
of the English mail of the $lst December, 
with telegrams to the 16th January; and 
wo are without later mail advices ; though 
we hear that London telegrams to the 20th 
January have beon reccived via Kiachta. 

Tho homeward English Mail leaves to- 
morrow, in the Ganges. 

The following ships have arrived during 
the fortnight. Forward Ho, Derwent and 
Leander, from London; Hohenzollern, Pen- 
ang; Hesperus, Homburg; Mobile, New- 
castle N. 8. W. 

‘And the Harlaw has sailed for New 
York, 

Armeeting of members of the Rowing 
Club was held on the 23rd instant, nt 
which the accounts for the year, showing 
abalanco of Tis. 281, wore passed. ‘The 
total income, including a balance from 
last year, was Tis. 1,573 ; the expenditure, 
including Ts. 462 paid for four now boats, 
was 1,292, The following gontlemen w 
elected a committee for the ensuing yea 
‘Messrs. R. W. Little (Captain,) Scott, 8 
phenson, Batt and Lessmann.” An offer by 
Mr. Batt, of a now site for the upper boat- 
hhouse—about 140 yards above the Canton 
Joss House, was accepted. 

‘A Rifle meeting was held on the 25th 
instant, when the sweepstakes was won 
by J. Kidner. 
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Several cases have been tried before the 
various Law Courts, reports of which will 
found in the usual place. 

Communication has been resumed with 
the north ; that is to say several steamers 
have left, in the hope of being able to 
reach Taku ; but from what we hear of ice 
in the Peiho, they do not seem likely to 
getin fora week, or fortnight; yet this year 
they started one day lacer than last. 

From a report which wo extract from 
the China Mail, it will be seen that the 
Lalilvo had a narrow escape on her voyage 
to Hongkong. She was thrown on her 
beam ends, and her ballast shifted, during 
a heavy squall, the night after leaving 
port, and her masts had to be cut away. 
She, however, was righted, and reached 
port safely, under storm stay-sails. 

In commenting, a few days ago, on sume 
aepreciatory remarks made by the Daily 
Press, eegarding Gordon's achievements, the 
Boening Courier said,—“« An English officer 
appointed by Admiral Hope to command 
the forces, in the interval between Burge- 
yine and Gordon, was actually routed 
by the samo rebel hordes. The con 
tingents at Ningpo and elsewhere, officered 
by Foreigners, accomplished little or no- 
thing, comparatively speaking. For these 
and other reasons, we consider Gordon's 
extraordinary success, &c.” 

Is it possible that tho writer was in 
China during the Taeping rebellion, and 
can pretend to know any thing about his 
subject ; or is he writing from Mr. Wilson's 
very incomplete history of that episode? 
In either case, wo may mention the names of 
Tao-keo and Fung-hwa, of Yu-yao and 
Shang-yu, of Shao-hing and Shao-tsan, of 
Foyang, Hangehow, and Wantaquan, as 
instances that the servicesof the ‘ Conti- 
ngents atNingpo ” compare very favourab- 
ly with those of Gordon's Force. The result 
achieved in each caso were nearly identi- 
cal. In tho first’the Chekeang, in tho 
latter the Kiang-su, provinea, was recover- 
od from therebels. We never heard of any 
contingonts “ elsewhere” having been in 
action, #9 we cannot speak regarding them. 

A. Correspondent writes that the Taotai 
of Curygeaxo has issued a proclamation, 
urging the agricultural population to de- 
vote their attontion to the cultivation of 
the mulberry, on all untilled soil, in the 
hope of making Chinkeang a silk produe- 
ing port. ‘To prevent the poor villagers 
suffering any pecuniary outlay, by fol- 
Sowing his advico, the ‘Taotai is issuing 
plants gratis, to all who desire them; and, 
whon he is sutistied that sufficient ground 
ia planted to feed silk-worms, eggs will 
also be given to tho growers of mulberry 
trees, As it is so seldom that officials 
take such effective measures to improve 
their district and enrich the people, I 
think the matter should be make known 
to the native public. I hear that appli- 
cation has already been made for as many 
88 25,000 mulberry cuttings. 

‘We are able to lay before our readers, 
a coniplete sketch of M. de Rochechouart’s 
proceedings during his recent expedition 
up the Yangtze, to settle the pending mis- 
sionary grievances. His first call was at 


Nawktxa where, as we have already men- 
tioned, he induced the Viceroy to issue 
a nuitable notification. (NV. 0. H.Jan. 18) 



































Passing next to Ncay«rve, he satisfied 
hinself that the leading rioters were pun- 
ished, and brought all questions connes- 
ted with the French missionaries in this 
neighbourhood, toa satisfactory settlement. 
‘Two delegates from the Viceroy have ac- 
companied a member of the Jesuit mission 
to the city, and ara now engaged in select- 
ing and purchasing a plot of land for a mis 
sion bouse and church. Ko, one of the dele- 
gates, is an expectant Chehsien attached to 
theShanghai District; and proved to be fair- 
ly acquainted with the French language 
which, it is presumed, he learned at Sika- 
woi. The other, Hu, is a member of the sub- 
ordinate Board of Foreign Affairs which has 
been established at Nanking, to aid the 
Viceroy in discharging his duties as Com- 
missioner for Foreign Afairs in Southern 
China. The idea was, we believe, to make a 
sort of Junior Tsunyli-yamén, which should 
negociate with Foreign Consuls in the 
south, as the real Moreign Board does with 
Foreiyn Ministers at the Capital. But 
Foreign officials generally have not appre- 
ciated the change, and have preferred 
direct negociation with the Viceroy 

We learn bye the byo—a fact, curiously 
illustrative of the turbulent character of 
the students—that th Putaiand the exam- 
ining Commissioner wero themselves mob- 
bed in their Yamens, by the former, a 
fow days after tho missionary disturbance. 

The expedition next passed on to 
Krv-Kiaxo, where several questions were 
pending ; and after a fruitless attempt to 
sottle them with the Taotai, M. de Ruche- 
chouart determined to visit Nanchang, the 
capital of tho Kinngsi province. Me was 
obliged to make the trip in a steam launch, 
owing to the luwness of the water. Tho 
apparition of tho steamer created great 
interest among the people, who had 
never seen such a ph enon before ; 
and they were impressed with the high dig 
nity and importance of a visitcr who was 
received with so much ceremony by their 
Governor. Tho French noticed that pla~ 
cards were posted in the streets through 
which they passed, stating that the French 
Minister had arrived ; but that his stay 
would be short; and warning the people 
to be polite, otherwise the consequences 
might be serious. Nanchan 
dit of being one of the m 
places in the empire; so this effect is the 
more gratifying. It was fortunate, tuo, 
in escaping capture by the rebels, so its 
habitants are excoptionally impressed 
with their own strength and importance. 

The next visit was toHaxkow, where the 
Szechuen difficulties have been settled, 
and the questions relating to Kweichow 
arranged as far as possible, regard being 
had to the disturbed state of that province. 
A proclamation which we publish elsewhere 
details the circumstances, and the punish- 
ment inflicted for, the attack on Roman 
Catholic Missions at Ticn-men, a hien city 
some 360 i up the Han river ; and a des- 
patch from Li Fatai explains at length the 
measures taken in Szechuen. The ru- 
mour that Li-hung-chang is to go to 
Shungking, is contradicted. He is delega- 
ted as Imperial Commissioner to Yunnan, 
Szechuen and Kweichow, to settle existing 
troubles; and will, as we remarked before,

Lichan-chang—now Futai of Chekiang— 
in the viceroyalty of the two Hoos. Li- 
hung-chang is said to be annoyed at being 
a0 quickly disturbed from his well earned 
rest. After quelling the Taiping rebellion 
in Kiangsu, and the Nienfei in Shantung, 
ho conceives himself entitled to some rest 
—instead of being at onco turned ayainat 
the Kweichow Miaotae and Yunnan Ma- 
homedans. M. de Rochechouart left Han- 
kow on the Ist instant, on his way over- 
land to Peking. He is accompanied by two 
Europeans, Messrs. Laguerre, lieutenant 
de vaissean, Debacourt, attaché of the Le- 
gation, and a Persian servant. He purposes 
passing throngh Singan, the capital of 
Shense, to settle various matters connec- 
ted with the Catholic Missionaries in that 
province, on his way. He is provided with a 
pass from the Chinese authorities, request- 
ing that every facility may bo provided for 
him on his way; and is accompanied by 
tivo officials to aid him in’ making his 
travelling arrangements, 

We have letters from Trevrstx to the 
14th February, confirming the satisfactory 
rumour which reached us by the last mail, 
that Chung-how has really advised the Chi- 
nese Government to work the coal mines 
in East Chihli, by foreign appliances. This 
does not necessarily meas that his sugges 
tion will be adopted, but it affords room 
for hope, as he is an influential Mandarin, 
The ice in the river was 2 feet th and 
not expected to break before the mid- 
dle of March, No open water could be 
seen from Takn. ‘The prospects of trae 
for the coming season are considered good, 
as the evuntry is tranquil and the inland. 
markets are reported to he void of entton 
goods. Business was commenced on the 
10th ulto., by sales of some common make 
8f-Ib. Shirting 2.83; they had 
risen on the Lith to Tis. 235; and Tis 2.40 
was Jvoked for, when the inland dealers 
should arrive. ‘The Chinese were said to 
hold no stock, and that in foreign hands was 
estimated at only 14,000 pieces. ‘The to 
imports during 1869 had been 1,411,835 
pieces Grey, and 243,600 pieces Whive, 
three-fourths of the former, and 
nearly all the latter, direct from England. 

‘The unfortunate Pexixe College still 
affords topic for conversation, ‘The latest 
event is the dismissal of M. Lépissier, the 
Professor of French, because he refused to 
continue his conrses unless certain changes 
were maie in the existing order of things. 
His chief grievance was said to be that he 
does not hold his appointment direct from. 
the Tsungli yamen, as De. Marti 
but from Me. Hart, only. 

We regret to learnthat the Governor 
of Hoxoxoxe is very unwell, and unlikely 
to recover fully, except by a trip home, 
A letter of condolence, addressed to Adini- 
ral Rowan, in regard to the loss of the 
Oneida, has been drawn up and widely 
signed. 

From Yoxonama we learn that the 
enquiry into the Oneida case, has ended. 
Captain Eyre has been acquitted of blame, 
in respect of the collision ; but his certifi- 
cate has been suspended for six months for 
not waiting longer, to ascertain its result.

THE FRENCH EXPEDITION UP THE YANGTZB. 


Now that the negociations which led 
to M. de Rochechouart’s expedition up 
the Yangtze are ended, it may be 
well to give a connected ‘sketch of his 
proceedings, and of the results he has 
gained. He had, it will be remember- 
ed, four distinct claims to settle. Cath- 
olic missionaries, or their converts, had 
been injured in Anhwei, in Kiangsi, in 
Szechuen, and in Kweichow ; and the 
sottlement of these difficulties involy- 
ed visits to the three capital cities— 
Nanking, Nanchang and Wachang. 
We have already described M. do 
Rochechouart’s proceedings at Nan- 
king, where he was received with mark- 
ed courtesy, and met ready compliance 
with his demands. A proclamation 
‘was issued by the Viceroy, condemning 
the action of the literati at Nganking, 
and the punistment of the culprits was 
promised. Passing on to Nganking, to 
assure himself that these promises were 
executed, His Excellency learned that 
oue of the rioters had been condemned 
to 100 blows and two months can- 
gue, and several others degraded and 
excluded from the examinations; the 
proclamations were posted thoughout 
the city ; aud arrangements were made 
for the grant of a piece of Innd to the 
Jesuits, as a site for a mission house 
anda church. Father Seckinger and 
two delegates from the viceroy have 
since arrived at Nganking, in order to 
complete details of the purchase; a house 
has been set apart for the former's re- 
sidence, pending the negociations ; and 
the affuir may now be cousidered fully 
and satistnetorily settled. The people 
thoronghly understand that the mis- 
sionaries have a right to reside, and 
acquire land, in the city, and that the 
officials are to buy it for them. It is 
said that they are very dissatistied 
with the Putai who, it will be remem- 
Vered, was in Nganking during the 
riut; and to whose inertness at the 
time, the visit of the French and the a- 
Jarm which it has caused, are attributed. 

A. disturbance which occurred at 
Kinto-bsien, in the same province, has 
been also satisfactorily settled. A num- 
ber of Christian converts in this dis- 
trict were attacked, at the instigation 
of the resident gentry and literati; 
several wore killed, their houses burned, 
and themselves pursued across the bor: 
der to the town of Punitze in Kiangsi, 
where seven others were murdered. 
Whe enlprits in this caso have been 
arrested and brought to Nganking, for 
trial before Lin Taotai, who has been 
specially appointed for the purpose; 
tho sufferers are to be compeusated, 
sind re-established in their homes. 

M. de Rochechouart’s next visit was 
to Kinkiang, where five matters were 
pending—some of them from old dato. 
‘The first that claimed attention was 
the destruction of a church in the 
neighbourhood of the port; but it 
was found that the prospect of the 
French squadron’s arrival had impelled 
the Taotai to effect a summary com- 
promise of this matter. by ‘paying 
the missionaries their full claim of 
Tis. 1,500, in compensation for the 
damage. Other similar outrages, involv- 
ing persecutions of converts, remained ; 

















and the Taotai came on bourd the 
Scorpion, immediately on its arrival, 
to announce that he had settled one, 
and would arrange the others immedi: 
ately. The French Chargé d’ Affaires 
remarked, however, that he had not 
come from Peking to be satisfied 
with a verbal promise ; such had been 
made before ; he must have some snb- 
stantial proof that an gement 
would be effected. The Taotai pleaded 
that immediate solution was impossi- 
ble; he could ii igate and de- 
cide matters in one day. But he was 
told that he should, then, have begun 
long before, and averted the necessity 
for this visit. The ouly arrangement 
that couid now be accepted, was the 
summary payment of ‘Ts. 6,000 us com- 
pensation. The Taotai refused; and 
ML de Rochechoaart declared, if it 
were not given next morning, he 
would go to Nanchang-fa, the capital 
city, and prosecnte his demand. The 
Tavtai uttered grave warnings as to 
the probable violence of the people, 
who had never yet been visited by a For- 
eigner; and, knowing there was only 
three feet of wator in the Poyang Lake, 
whereas the gun boats drew eight feet, 
persisted in refusal. M. de Roche- 
chouart, however, having made the 
threat, was determined to execute 
it. Ho accordingly started the next 
morning with the Gostlogon and Scor- 
pion, for the entrance of the Lake. 
Here, at Hakow, the former was obliged 
to stop ; but the Scorpion managed to 
get 15 miles farther, when she also was 
brought up; and the journey had to be 
prosecated in a steam Iaanch,—towing 
a boat with an escort of armed sailors. 
Starting in the morning, it was hoped 
to reach, before night, a place called 
Hoochin, at the entrance of the Nan- 
chang river, where there is a mission- 
»; bat what with the dark- 
freqnent getting aground, and 
ignorance of the country, they had at 
last to stop and to sleep on the deck, 
on one of the coldest nights in January. 
The next morning they made the en- 
trance ; and foand that news of their 
approach had been sent overland from 
Kinkiang; the local mandatins bad 
been ordered to send two gun boats as an 
escort; and, ten miles from Nanchang, 
three others were met, bringing greeting 
from the Fatai, and a suggestion that the 
matter could be settled quite as satis- 
factorily on the spot, as by prosecuting 
the journey to the capital. Holding a 
differentopinion, however, M.de Roche- 
chouart parsued his way—through 
crowds of fishing, cargo bonis and junks 
among which the steamer created-im- 
mense sensation—up to the walls of the 
city. Here, great crowds had as- 
sembled on both sides of the river; 
whole fleets of gunboats were flying 
their gaudy flags; and the walls, judging 
from a similar display, were manned 
by the local militia. “The lannch an- 
chored opposite the principal gate, 
where were 50 ganboats in line, with 
the men all standing to their guns, and 
—three splendid house-janks prepared 
for the intruders’ accomodation. Di- 
reetly they arrived, cards were sent by 
the city authorities, and servants were 
told off to supply everything that was 
wanted. The three mandarins who had 
conveyed the hopeless invitation to 
halt and negociate, auchored on the op- 


































































posite side of the river; and, next morn- 
ing, the French Interpreter went on 
board their boat to open negociations. 
Here, unfortunately, he was caught 
and windbound by a storm, and pre- 
vented, for twenty-four hours, from 
getting back to his Chief. A con- 
tinuance of the storin, with only slight 
abatement, kept matters at a stand still 
also on the morrow ; and it was not fill 
the third day aftor arrival, that an in- 
terview with the Futai could take 
place. It was with much difficulty that 
this was finally arranged; the man- 
darins acted with extremo ill-will ; and, 
thongh courtesy was shown, it was only 
under the influence of continued pres= 
sare. The Kiakiang Taotui's arguinent 
was renewed—of danger from unruly 
crowds; and the Fatai professed him- 
self so auxious to do honor, that he 
would como himself to the French 
Minister, rather than the latter should 
ran avisk, But M. Rochechouart was 
firm; he insisted on entering the city 
he insisted on having n kung-kwau 












and the officials at longth gave way as 


usual, before bis pressure, A kang 
Kwan was allotted; the people proved 
curious, but quiet ; aud tho Fatai re- 
ceived ‘the Minister with all proper 
ceremony. He acquiesced in the de~ 
mands for satisfaction, gavo the Tle, 
,000 as a guarantee, recognised the 
right of the Missionaries to reside, en- 
tertaiued his visitors at a collation; 
and took leave of them as he had re- 
ceived them—always under the samo 




















carefal pressure, He fried, even at tho 
last moment, to avoid escorting M, de 
Rochechonart the prescribed distinca 


towards his chair; but the latter wait- 
ed, and the Chinaman was obliged to 
“ come on. : 

Being in hourly fear that they might 
be stopped by a farther fall of the 
water, the French left divectly the in- 
torview was over; and returned to 
inkiang, where they learned that the 
‘aotai had been severely reprimanded 
by the Fatai, for his clumsiness 
in allowing them to visit Nanchang, 
and for not yielding the Tis. 6000, 
or any other demand, in order to pre- 
vent such a catastrophe. Probably 
the Taotai was as much disappoint- 
ed as his superior, at M. do Hoch. 
chovart’s successful journey ; for 
he wrote an unfavourable letter to 
1e Bishop, regarding the missionary 
claims, on the morning the gunboats 
started; but begged that it might bo 
returned to him, and a more fuvourabl 
one substituted, directly he hoard that 
the French had reached Nanchang. 

Having settled matters satisfuctorily 
in the Kiangsi province, M. de Roche- 
chonart pursued his journey to Wu- 
chang, to urge a settlement of the 
Kweichow and Szechuen outrages— 
Lihung-chang baving been specially 
delegated to arrange tho missionary 
troubles in those provinces. Li, how- 
ever, had already gone to Szechuen on 
his ‘errand; aud negociations were 
conducted throngh Fatai,—the 
same high official who visited Shanghai 
three years ago, to arrange the Belgian 
treaty with Baron, Kint von Roden- 
beck. ‘The grievances which had to be 
settled were three—the destruction of 
67 houses and a church at Tien-men, a 
hien city on the Han river, some: 360 
li above Hankow; a similar outrage, 
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and the imprisonment and_ resulting 
death ofa Missionary in Kweichow; 
and the murder of Abbé Rigaud, and 
the destruction of his church, at Yew- 
yang in Szechuen. 

‘The Tien-men affair had been par- 
tially arranged by the French Consul, 
under M. de Rochechouart’s instrne- 
tions, before the Iatter’s arrival. It 
had been pending for many months; 
and all other satisfaction than a rid 
culously small indemnity, had been re- 
fused ; but the approach of the gun- 
boats at once induced a compliant 
tone, ‘The case was very similar to 
that at Yaugchow. False reports 
had been spread of children kidnap- 
ped, and unholy philtres given to 
attract people to the Christian faith. 
Riots were got up at the instigation 
of certain resident literati, and the 
houses of the Christian converts were 
pillaged, and their church -destroyed. 
A special investigation into the circum- 
stauce was ordered—resulting in the 
complete exculpation of the Christians 
from the accusations brought against 
them, in the condemnation of the in- 
stigators of the riot to imprisonment, 
and of the leading rioters themselves 
to various degrees uf bamboo and can- 
gue. The couverts’ houses are to be 
rebuilt by those who sacked them, and 
Tis. 1,750 to be paid as compensation 
for the missionaries’ personal losses. 
These measures were announced, and 
tho complete freedom. of Christianity 
was asserted, in the proclamation by 
the Viceroy which we printed elsewhere. 

‘The uoxt matter was the more seri- 
ous cno, of the murder of the Abbé 
Rigand, in Szechuen. A man vamed 
Chang-pei-chow, who instigated the 
murder of the Abbé Mubillau, some 
five years ago, was accused of compli- 
city in this orime. He had been sen- 
tenced to death for the former offence, 
and to pay Tis. 20,000, compensation 
for material losses occasioned by him. 
Bat the former ponalty was remitted at 
the request of the missionaries, who 
hoped thns to soften his enmity; and 
ouly Tis, 8,000 of the fine had been ac- 
tually paid. Li-bung-chang, however, 
describes an old feud, which even the 
intercession of the missionaries would 
not be likely to soften. Chang-pei-chow 
himsolf is now an old man—in his 78th 
year, and in failing health ; so he sent 
one of his sons in answer to Li’s sum- 
mons. This youth declared that his 
father’s house was 200 Ii from the 
scene of the riot; and that he was not 
only innocent but ignorant of the affair. 
He added that bis father had never re- 
covered from the chagrin caused by his 
sentence in the former case, when he had 
really been the injured, instead of the 
attacking party. ‘That a Christian 
named Chang-tien-shiu had then as- 
sembled a number of men, and attacked 
their house, murdering several of his 
retainers, violating several of tho wo- 
men, plundering a quantity of valu- 
ables, and carrying off one of his 
brothers who had subsequently died in 
‘prison. Li does not say whether he 
believes this witness’ statement as to 
the origin of that fray ; bat he appears 
to credit the facts, and quotes further 
evidence tending to exoulpate Chang- 
pei-chow from participation inthesecond 
affair. Though failing to connect him 
clearly with it, however, Li seems to en- 




















tertain a suspicion of his compli 
as he proposes to re-impose the fine 
which had been previously remitted, 
but to waive farther punishment in 
cousideration of his age and debility. 
‘The probability is that the present is a 
continuation of the old fend ; but BL. de 
Rochechouart wisely refrained from 
meddling with the quarrels between 
the Christian and Pagan populace, 
which his interference would be hope- 
less to settle. He confined himself to 
exacting punishment for the death of 
Abbé Rigaud, and compensation for 
the Church ' and Mission property 
destroyed. Li further elicited that the 
author of the riot was one Ho-tsai. 
This individual confessed his crime, 
alleging a feud against a Christian con- 
vert named Long-sia-yuen, as his mo- 
tive. He has been condemned to death. 
Another leader in the affray, named 
Yang-chén-tin, fled to Kweichow, but 
was followed and arrested. He died 
almost immediately afterwards, but his 
body was brought to You-yang, to con- 
vince the missionaries of his identity. 
Various other culprits were implicated, 
and Li promised that they should be 
ed according to their deserts; 
an indemnity of Tis. 30,000 as 
compensation for the death of the Abbé 
Rigaud and damage done by the riot. 
All this was communicated by Li, in a 
despatch addressed to the French Con- 
sul at Hankow; and M. de Roche- 
chouart was on the point of accepting 
it as a satisfactory arrangement, when 
he received news from the missionaries 
at You-yang, that the settlement was 
not so complete as it appeared on pa- 
per, but that other measures were need- 
ed.’ He accordingly determined to go 
himself to Szechuen, if necessary ; and 
sent forward M. Dillon, to annouco to 
Lihisintention. Thelatter, however, had 
hardly started when he met the Elfin, 
which had brought down Li from 
Ichang, and accordingly returned atonce 
to Hankow. M. de Rochechouart was 
now able to submit to Li, directly, his 
additional demands. lo. the expulsion 
of Chang-pei-chow from You-yang, and 
his location either at Cheng-tu or at 
Chung-king, under the surveillance of 
the authorities ; 2o. the exile of Chang- 
poe nephew of the former, who 
has been frequently implicated in bri- 
gand outrages; 80. the degradation, 
and confinement either in Cheng-ta or 
Chang-king, of Lin-shuu-fa and Sie-ta- 
shin, who held official position at You- 
yang at the time of the riot, but who 
neglected to prevent or check it; and 
4 the exaction from Chang-pei-chow, 
of the Tis. 12,000 remaining unpaid by 
him on account of the former fine. Li 
at once acquiesced in these additional 
demands ; and thus closed the negoci- 
ations regarding the famous Szechuen 
difficulty. 

Our information about the missionary 
troubles in Kweichow, is less precise 
than that which we have been able to 
glean regarding Kiangsiand Szechuen. 
Apart from details, however, the case 
seems very similar to those in other pro- 
vinces. The resident literati and gentry 
exacited riot at Tseng-i, and brought a- 
bout the imprisonment of three Catholic 
Missionaries, who were eventually re- 
leased at the urgentrequest ofthe French 
Minister, at Peking—but one of whom 
died in consequence ofhardship and ill- 


bo 























treatment ‘suffered. Kieichow is in 
such a disturbed state, and communica- 
tions are sointerrupted, that thisaffair is 
much less easy of solution than the rest. 
Between Mahomedans, Minotze,audrem- 
nantsoftheold Taeping rebels,Kweichow 
is now less under coutrol than any pro- 
vince in the empire, except Yunnanjand 
the result of Li's visit must be awaited 
before any definite results can be hoped. 
In the meantime, an influerstial local 
magnate named Kien-yu hos been made 
responsible for the settlement of exist- 
ing questions, under penalty of being 
degraded and exiled, if be show ill- 
will in the canse. ‘The removal has also 
been claimed, of Liang. the military 
commandant of ‘Tseng-i, who is 
accused of complicity in the Inte 
outrage. Li promises that strict sur- 
yeillance shall be maintained over the 
conduct of these individaals, and that 
action shalt be taken accordingly, It 
is evident, however, that time must be 
allowed for the restoration of order, be» 
fore any very definite results can be 
looked for. We believe that Li has been 
specially deputed to deal with the dis- 
turbed districts, so we may hope, short- 
ly, for further news. 

Having given this brief sketch of 
M. de Rochechouart’s proceedings, it 
only remains for us to congratulate 
him and all Foreign residents in China, 
on the successfal result of his efforts. 
He has raised the prestige of France 
by his energetic action ; and has added 
one more to the many lessons we have 
already gained—of the inntility of diplo- 
matic remonstrance, in dealing with 
Orientals, unless it’ be clearly shown 
that what is asked is meant, and that 
neither evasion nor refusal will be to- 
lerated. Let our Ministers be sure 
that their grievances are real, and their 
demands just ; aud then insist on their 
fulfilment. Adherence to this policy 
will obviate much danger of collision, 
while indalgence in the opposite excess 
must lead to eventual war. It is a 
distinguishing feature of Oriental di- 
plomacy, to evade obligations where 
this can be done safely; and for a 
strong power to permit evasion, is to 
permit on accumulation of grievances, 
which mast be eveutually redressed 
at the cost of war and its attendant 
evils, The wise policy of the French 
Minister has been attended with mark- 
ed success. Claims which had before 
been put off or ignored, have been 
promptly settled under the influence of 
his presence and pressure; and we may 
hope that the resalt, as at Yangchow, 
will be the permanent removal of ex- 
isting causes of discord. It has been 
again and again shown, that the source 
of all trouble, are the Literati and the 
officials. Let these be convinced ‘that 
they cannot indulge their ill-will 
with imponity, and they will refrain 
froma practice which redounds to 
their own injury. Praise is also due to. 
the Naval Ofiicers—Captain Mandet of 
Venus, and Messrs. de Presméuil and de 
la Jaille of the Coetlogon and Scorpion— 
whose presence and warm support con- 
tributed much to the success of the 
expedition. M. Mandet on whom, after 
the departure of Admiral Cornulier, the 
command of tho expedition devolved, 
frankly accepted the responsibility of 
his predecessor's policy, and carried it 
actively to its successful termination, 
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Woe remarked, above, that the 
Sze-chuen difficulty had been fally 
settled. It remains only to be seen 
whether Li-hung-chang have dono, in 
ood trath, what he declares that be 
as, in the despatch which we print else- 
where; and whether he faithfully carry 
out the obligations he has contracted. 
The French have exceptional means of 
information, through the Missionaries 
who are scattered over the province. 
Should any proof of bad faith reach 
M. de Rochechouart, it is quite likely 
that he may claim the establishment 
ofa French Consul at Chunking, for 
the better protection of his countrymen 
in the remote province of Szechuen. 
In the meantime, the French vessels 
of war will remain in the Yangtze, to 
watch over the fulfilment of obligations 
contracted; and to support by their pre- 
sence the re-establishment of the mis- 
sionaries, atthe places whence they had 
been driven. And M.de Rochechousrt, 
after an interchange of friendly pre- 
sents with Li-hung chang, bas started 
onanoverland jonrney from Hankow to 
Peking, with every eupport and aid 
from the Chinese authorities. 





HOME VIEWS ON CHINA. 


Avant from the news that silk is rising, 
and that tea shows symptoms of coming 
out, the mail brings more satisfactory 
political news, than we have read for 
many long months, We may cavil 
at the Times’ versatility, but there 
can be no question as to the enormous 
power which it exercises over public 
opinion in England. It is, therefore, 
especially gratifying to find that it is 
at length turning from its error, to a 
moro just appreciation of the true poli- 
tical situation. The files brought by 
the last mail contain two notices of the 
China question, which indicate a great 
change from the views it has lately ex- 
prossed. The frequent information with 
which it has been supplied—both pub- 
licly and privately—from Shanghai, 
seem at length to have told their tale; 
and it sees at length that Mr. Burling 
ame has been talking nonsense, and 
that the theory of reference to Peking, 
with which” he has indoctrinated 
Lord Clarendon, is “ impracticable 
The change will excite little suprise in 
those who take the pains to study tho 
English character, or who pay at 
toution to the circumstances which 
have lately arisen with regard to our 
foreign relations. It would have 
been safe, some months ago, to pre- 
dict that the utterly erroneous views 
which have obtained for the best part 
of two years, must sooner or later be 
dispelled, by the influential power of re- 
alities. Of course, fighting anything so 
impalpable asa theory, with a battery 
of s0 gross and material a character as 
a collection of attested facts, is no easy 
task; for the theory is, like the wizard 
knights of Romance—not “amenable 
to the dint of hard blows. Argu- 
ments from experience, and the gather- 
ed results of carefully collected particn- 
lars, are powerless to make any impres 
sion on the intrenchant coinage of the 
doctrinaires’ brains. A structure erect- 
ed on the basis of practical experience 
may be deficient in coherency, and 
weak in its particular parts, but it will 











be susceptible of attack by reasonable | 





machinery, and will show perceptibly, 
when a weak place is discovered. 
Bat against an air-fortress like that 
which Home theorists have lately 
constructed, the bombardment of facts, 
aud the artillery of argument are at 
best uncertain. It must never be 
forgotten that the English have 
cently paid an extravagant war bil 
It is trae that the full of Magdala was 
“a tearless battle,” but it was too 
expensive; and certain politicians sit- 
ting at home and counting the cost, be- 
gin to think that it might have beon 
avoided. Keeping this fresh in mind, 
we cannot be surprised that the pro- 
spect of a war in China was eminently 
distasteful. If we remember, besides, 
that the consistent watchwords of the 
Liberal Party have ever been Peace 
and Economy, we shall see less reasou 
for wonder that a new government, 
which bad come into power on the dis- 
tinct condition of upholding these two 
great principles, should view any bel- 
icose action on the part of subordinates 
in distant lands, with anxiety and 
alarm. The presence of an Admiral 
in the China waters, who is known to 
be remarkable for the quality called 
“ dash,” might naturally be suppos- 
ed to augment official uneasiness. 
Now, however, the Abyssinian War is 
forgotten, thé ministry are secured in 
their position, and the dangerous ele- 
ment is withdrawn from the Naval De- 
partment ; so an opportunity presents 
itsel€ for the Government to ap- 
proach the China Question independ- 
ently and fairly. It is easy to under- 
stand how the leading joarnal first fol- 
lowed the new mania, and viewed with 
distrust the expressions of remonstrance 
which reached it from thoso interested 
in the question. Bat the stream of facts 
aud information with which ithas been 
supplied, seem now to-have had their 
effect; and the result is apparent in the 
paragraph which we reprint from 
its columns, to-day. It is positively ro- 
freshivg, after listening to “sentiments,” 
until we are as tired of them as Sir 
Peter Teazle was with those of Joseph 
Surface, to read sentences like the fol- 
lowing. “It is a fact not to be disputed 
that the solitude of China has been sue- 
cessfully invaded, and the Empire drag- 
ged into the general system of the 
world, by what may be called a spirited 
policy*® ® * We have much faith in 
moral influences, but we cannot think 
that, if the world had waited patiently 
at Canton uutil the progress of Chinese 
enlightenment should open the gates of 
the Empire, much advance would bave 
been made, or would be likely to be 
made.” Of course, it is necessary 
to say a few words on the other side; 
but the tone both of this article and of 
the one which we reprint, is very dif- 
ferent from the style with which we 
have been too familiar of late; and it in- 
dicates the appronching triumph of rea- 
son and right. About the change that 
has come over the European mind with 
regard to Mr. Burlingame and his mis- 
sion, we need scarcely say much. It is 
sufficient to wrap ourselves in the Ja 
cbarity of the Times, andtosay that “Mr. 
Burlingame himself was probably the 
dupe of instructions which were drawn 
up in two different versions, for domes- 
tic and foreign use.” 









































THE MIXED COURT. 
Invercnin against the Mixed Court, is 
not a very hopeful process; but we have 
seen other abuses remedied, which 
seemed nearly as impervious; and dy 
not quite despair of improvemony 
even in the remarkable institutio, 
which graces the Maloo. ‘The burde 
of complaint, generally, is the extrem 
inadequacy of punishment awarded to 
criminals; bub equal ground for re- 
monstrance exists, in the delay and im- 
perfection of the ‘civil decisions, We 
do not at all imply that every foreignor 
who brings asuit against’ a native 
must be right, in virtue of his nation- 
ality ; and is entitled therefore to an 
immediate decision in his favour; noi- 
ther do we overlook the difficulty of 
sifting a case, in which Chinese aro con- 
cerned, The very term Mixed Court 
implies an element of difficulty. The 
maculate nature of Chinese justice is 
sufficiently well known ; the utter reck- 
lessness of statement which charac- 
terises Chinese witnesses is proverbial ; 
and the total absence of recognised le- 
gal procedure affords wide opening for 
any degreo of evasion and delay. Por- 
fect impartiality of decision, therefore, 
where a foreigner and aChineso are 
parties to a suit, can hardly be expect- 
ed. All we can hope is that, whero a 
patent caso of wrong occurs, the For- 
eign Assessor may be able to press his 
colleague into a just verdict ; himself 
yielding readily, whore the foreigner's 
case is untenable, But while the 
latter rule is very properly adhor- 
ed to, the former appears at a 
complete discount, Tho equality, as 
in the case of our political relations, 
is all on one side, The plaintiff, in the 
case “ Benett v. Wang-king-tong,” was 
nonsuited in amonth, but the defen- 
dants in the caso Morris v. Wang-ndze 
staved off judgment for five months; 
have escaped a fifth of their liability, 
and have got six months “time,” in 
which to pay half the remainder. 

The plaintif’s compradore bolted in 
Juno last, owing nearly ‘Tis. 1,100, 
which was covered by his securities. 
The endeavour to extract money 
from these, peaceably, had the usual 
result; and Mr. Morris appealed to the 
Mixed Court, where his case was first 
heard on the 2nd September. A” 
statement of account, and clear docu- 
mentary and oral evidence were given 
in support of the claim—whose correct- 
ness the ex-compradore admitted, 
save ove item—a deficiency of thirty 
bales in a batch of homp stored in a 
godown of which he had tho keys. But 
he failed to substantiate his objection 
by any shadow of proof, Que of the 
wrangling matches familiar to habitnés 
of the Mixed Court, followed. Defen- 
dant Is at the Magistrate, and the 
Magistrate scolds defendaut, till the 
foreign Assessor threatens to turn the 
lutter out of Court for contempt—with- 
ont gaining the slightest notice from 
the culprit. The eventual result is a 
victory for the latter, who is given in- 
definite “ time” to make up his books ; 
although three months have already 
lapsed since his failure, during which 
he hus had ample opportunity to put 
togetber any items of account which 
he could think would be serviceable. 
The cage was next called on for the 
Qnd November ; but adjourned again, 
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without a hearing, to the 11th; when 
the defendant was still anprovided with 
proof of his objection, but urged a new 
set off, in the shape of an unsettled 
Lend transnction, The Court was again 
thrown off the scent, and allowed more 
time for the elaboration of this new 
discovery. The case was next called 
on for the 23rd December, and ad- 
joarued, without a heating, to the 19th 
January ; when defendant appeared an- 
der precisely the same difficulty as 
on former occasions, He was quite 
unable to substantiate his claim, to 
counect the lead in any possible shape 
or way, with his master, or evon to 
say when or how it had beon sold. It 
was clear, in fact, that the whole story 
was a fable—another excuse to gain 
time. Still, the magistrate would not 
acquiesce in a verdict for the plaintiff 
and the caso was again adjourued, to 
enable the Court to reflect—jadgment 
to be delivered on the following day. 
At the stated hour, all are again in at- 
tondauce, and the verdict is about to be 
given, when defendant bursts out in a 
fresh steam of indignation, scolds the 
magistrate, is rebuked by the Foreign 
Assessor, puts forward more vapid 
“ sets-off,” and succeeds in again post 
poning the decision. The native ma- 
gistrate seems prone to admit any 
plot hie countryman may offer, and the 

‘oreign Co-judgo unable to’ rostrain 
his eccentricities. This is the last ap- 
pearance of the case in Court until, 
ome ten days later, a Chinese judg- 
ment was read out’ by the Haifung, 
condemning the defendants in Ts. 800 
only, of the sum claimed. No notice 
was, wo believe, given to the Plaintiff ; 
nor can we learn that any English 
version of the judgment has been utter- 
ed. The amount eventually given was, 
apparently, arrived at, after deducting 
tho value of 30 bales of hemp which, 
wo have already mentioned, the com- 
pradore disputed at tho outset, Yet 
evidence was given, for the plaintiff, 
that a shroff had reported this defi- 
ciency immediately after the compra- 
dore’s disappearance ; and thas the lat- 
ter had admitted to plaintiff, in the 
presence of his securities, that the 
hemp in the Godown really was shortby, 
he believed, some ten bales;—though 
tho exact amount would be found on 
delivery. 

If we have not wearied our readers’ 
patience, they will, we think, agreo 
that the case in question was worth no- 
ting—as an instauce of extreme Gelay, 
in spite of extreme lucidity. In an 
Bnglish Conrt of Law, the Defendants 
would have been condemned at the out- 
set. The compradore had had ample 
time to make up his books, but could 
not showground against a single claim. 
Three months later, he shirks the form- 
or and raises a totally new question; 
fails equally, on a subsequent occasion, 
to substantiate the latter ; and is given, 
in the judgment, credit for the first, 
unproved, reclamation. Five months 
aro wasted, in these frivolous disputes; 
and judgment is eventually given for 
four Sftha of the eum proved—one half 
only to be paid down, and the other, 
six months after date. Tho sum 
which the secirities were ordered to 
pay down, has not yet reached the 
plaintiff, five weeks after date of tho 
judgment; but the securities are flaunt- 

















ing gaily about the settloment,—gor- 
geons iu silk: and far, having re-consign- 
ed to the pawnshop, the seedy babili- 
ments in which they tried to excite 
compassion, in Court. 








WOMEN IS CHINA, 
Tz is a favourite assertion that women in 
China are placed in a depondont and even 


degraded situation. The w: 
does not experience the isolation that she 
endures in Turkey; but yet her surround- 
ings are monotonous, and there is very 
little to elevate her in the social scale, or 
to expand the intellectual capabilities of 
which she may be possossed. There is a 
largo residuum of trath, mixod with ele- 
ments of falsehood, in this assertion. For 
womenhave, really, considerable power and 
influence in China. Merchants often leave 
the controul of their affairs in the hands 
of their widows; and, in politics as well as 
in family life, feminine sway is frequently 
discernible. We have only to carry our 
thoughts a few yearsback, to recall the 
time when Prince Kung was completely at 
the beck of the two royal Dowagers of 
Peking. Still, there are sinister influences 
at work with regard to women in China; 
and one of the worst of these, is the vicious 
aystem of fomalo y. We aro as- 
sured by a writer in tho Chinese Ro- 
corder—and we have no reason to 
distrust his statomont—that several hun- 
dred girls, botwoen the ages of four and 
twelve, are annually sold in Foochow as 
slaves. Many of them are sold by their 
own parents, who genorally plead poverty 
as their excuso for thus parting with their 
off spring. A large proportion are brought 
for sale from the prefectures of Hing-hwa 
and Chiong-chiu. Tho regions of these 
prefectures bordering on the soa coast, are 
ina chronic state of anarchy; villages 
constantly at war with each other, and it 
frequently happens that the victorious 
party captures children bolonging to tho 
vanquished. ‘These are}held for ransom, at 
auch prices as the victors choose to place 
upon them. Now, ao long as this state of 
things oxists, it is idle to say that the con- 
dition of women in China can compare 
with their condition in Christian countries. 
To speak of the “ wild and guilty phan- 
tasy, that man can hold property in man,” 
may seem, in these days, an extravagant 
flight of rhetoric; but this is because the 
existing generation of Britons has never ac- 
tually fronted the slavery question. The 
existence of this baneful institution in 
China—in however modified a form—exhi- 
bits fact which disproves many of the 
glowing assertions, relative to the extent 
and genuineness,of her antique civilization. 
It is very @ reasonable opinion ‘that, if a 
beneficial movement is to be made in 
the direction of ameliorating this coun- 
try,one essential step must bo the edu- 
cation of the native girls. We can quite 
belive that formidable difficulties will have 
to be surmounted, before schools can be 
opened which will possess attractions for 
parents, but orphans and poor children 
may be instructed, and thus a good begin- 
ning will be made. We must avoid being 
led away by fallacies, with regard to tho 
condition of females in China. On the 
















































one side, we shall find persons asserting 
that it practically compares favourably with 
the state of affairs at home, and using ar- 
guments drawn from the follies of fashion, 
toprove that “girls of the period” need 
not attempt to teach the Chinese; and on 
the other hand we find that there are 
writers and talkers who speak of the Mon- 
gol woman as little better than a brute 
creature. ‘There is exaggeration in each 
case. Certainly, as wo have noted in a 
former article, the monstrous abuses and 
extraragances of fashion at home, excite 
» cynical amile from those who hear 
‘thrifty and decorous women of Chins 
ridiouled and despised; but we must not for- 
get the moasureless advantages that race 
and religion have conferred upon us. 
When practices like those to which Mr. 
Baldwin draws our attention, are shown 
tw be rife ina country, the proof is clear, 
of a degraded social condition. It is this 
conviction, and experience of success in 
as to approve all 
schemes for female edueation, and to 
commend them to the attention and sup- 
port of our reader

TIENTRIN. 
4th February, 1870, 

During the last ten days, the weather has 

been getting milder, and Fahrenheit ther- 

mometer at nights now only falls to about 















































20 above Zero. To-day, according to the 
Chinese reckoning, spring begins. Last year 
on this day, the ice off che British settlement 





in the river broke up, and a steamer could 
have easily come off the settlement ; I also 
saw, last year, on this day, a flock of wild 
geese fly northward, a.sign of mild weather. 
‘The ico in the river off the settlement to- 
day is two feet in thickness, and I should 
judge from this that we shall not see the 
river, this year, open till March, We hear 
from’Peking that snow had fallen up the 
country to the north and north-west of Pe- 
king, on two different occasions, so that tl 
wheat crops in those directions had been 
well preserved from the frost, and will, on 
the snow melting, be well moistened. 

This is the last day of the new yoar's 
holidays, so far as Chinese mechanics and 
other artizans are concerned. The past year 
appears to have been a prosperous one for 
the shopkeepers and Chinese mercantile 
people of Tientsin, as everywhere overy 
thing passed over quietly at the closing of 
the year—no bankruptcies or failures hay- 
ing taken place. All over the north of 
China tranquillity exists, and we have 
every reason to expect a satisfactory season 
for Chinese traders and merchants through- 
out this region, during 1870, 

It is currently stated by official people 
here, that the Peking Government has given 
its sanction to a proposal by His Excellency 
Chunghow to work coal mines in the Eust- 
em hills of this province, by means of 
foreign appliances ; and that steps will be 
take, immediately at the end of the new 
year holidays for ofcials (19th Feb.) to 
carry out his views—Mr. Meadows, ap- 
pointed superintendent of the mines, pro- 
ceeding to the Eastern hills, along with a 
mandarin, to select the localities for sinking 
the shafts ; and that engines for working 
the mines will be commenced at the Tien- 
tsin arsenal about the begining of March. 
The monetary outlay, ‘for the enrolling of 
fresh men for the increase of Chunghow's 

of foreign drilled northern Chinese— 
and for the establishment and extension of 
the Imperial arsenal at Tientsin, are yearly 
becoming more heavy; and we hear that, 
in the opinion of his Excellency Chung:

Re Collision between U.'S. Str. Oneida and P. 
& 0. Str. Bombay. 
Decision. 
‘The questions ‘before this Court are two; 
first; was the injury sustained by the Penin- 








sular and Oriental Steam-ship “Bombay” 
brought about by the fanlt of her Commander 
Bir. Eyre. - Second: after the collision between 
the P. & 0. ship “Bombay” and the U.S. 
Corvette “Oneida” had taken what 
was the conduct of the master of the former 
vessel. 

‘To enable the Court to decide the first ques- 
tion, we have before us shortly, the following 


evidence. 
Mr. E states that at-about 6.30 p.m. 
( time) on the 24th January, last a 
ing passed the light-house situated on Kanon- 
sa his attenticn was called by the sound of 
‘a gong, struck twice, to the fact that a vessel 





‘was approaching him on his port bow. He 
thereupon looked through his glass and per- 
ceived a bright light half a point on his port 


bow; and immediately afterwards he saw the 
two side-lights of the approaching steamer. 
He imagined that “this steamer (which it is 
ascertained was the U. S. Corvette Oneida”) 
was about one mile distant from the ‘ Bom- 
bay,” and immediately gave the order to port 
the'helm, thus shutting out the Oneida’s” 
green light. Not content with this, he gave 
& second order “‘hard a-port,” and turned on 
is steam whistle. He supposed this to have 
occurred some five or six minutes before the 
collision took place, which would place about 
amile or a mile and a half between the two 
steamers at this point. He Kept, his helm 
harda-port until suddenly hesaw the “Oneida,” 
under full sail and steam, standing across his 
bows, Upon this he stopped his engines;— 
‘and then, seeing that a collision was imminent, 
put his helm hard a-starboard, so as to bring 
is vessel round, and if possible to pass the 
“‘Queida” on the starboard side. ‘The endea- 
vour, however, proved ineffectual to avert 
the collision, and the “Bombay” strack the 
“Oneida” on her starboard quarter. The 
vessels separated, and the ‘‘ Bombay's” belm 
was at once put to port in order to clear her 
stern and boats, and save a second collision. 

On the other hand, Mr. Yates, who was the 
Officer in charge of the deck of the “Oneida” 
on this occasion, gave the Court a totally dif- 
ferent account of the occurrence. He stated 
that the “Bombay's” mast-head light was re- 

rted to him by the starboard look-out man as 

ing in sight some fifteen or sixteen minutes

The opening up of 
all three lights of the “Bombay” at this instant 
soem ‘him that she was approaching with 
aport helm, he at once gave the order ‘to 
starboard. He believed that he upened the 
“Bombay's” three lights, some three minutes 
Lefore the collision, so that the vessels must 
have been about a mile apart at the moment. 

Now these two statements are utterly irre- 
concilable, and though the collision is account- 
ed for by each of theni, it certainly never could. 
have oocurred if both are correct. It is there- 
fore necessary to look farther and see and how 
far each is substantiated. 

‘The stetement of Mr. Eyre is borne out in 
all its material points by the evidence of the 
pilot and Chief Officer who were ou the bridge 
with him, and also by that of all the Officers 
of the “Bombay” who are able to testify to 
the circumstances. 

With regard to Mr. Yates’ statement, how- 

r, the starboard look-out man of the } 
‘Oneida ” affirms that at about fifteen minutes 
evious to the collison he reported. to. Mr. 
Yates that he saw a mast-head light right 
abead and that a8 soon as he could, make ‘out 
one side lights, he reported her green 
light between half a point and a point on the 
“*Oneida's” starboard bow. About a minute 
or a minute and a half after that, be reported 
the steamer (“Bombay”) about four or five 












































ints on his starboard bow, and coming right 
for the“ Oneida’s” light. But at no | 
time did he see the “* Bombay's” red light be- | 








fore the collision took place. 


‘The helmsman asserts that he heard the 
“Bombay” reported three diffrent times by 
the look out to the officer of the watch—first 
half point on his starboard bow, second, a 
point and a half on his starboard bow, and 
thirdly, as coming right for the ‘ Oneida ”— 
that he received an order to starboard, then to 
steady, and then to let the ship come on her 
‘course again after the second report had been 
made; and that after the third report had been 
made, Mr. Yates again told him to starboard, 
after doing which saw the “ Bombay’s” 
‘mast-head light about five points on the star- 
Doard side of the foresail; and that he kept 
his helm hard-a-starboard until he heard an 
‘order given to port;—that as he was in the act 
of obeying this order, the two ships came into 
collision. 

Tt will be seen that the statements of Mr. 
‘Yates, the look-out man and the helmsman are 
more or less conflicting ; but it may be gathered 
from them that, when the “Bombay's” three 
lights should have been seen by the look-out 
man as well as by Mr. Yates, she was about 
three points on the ‘*Oneida’s” starboard bow, 
about a distant, and porting her helm. 
‘Mr. Yates states that at this moment he gave 
the order “‘starLoard” and then ‘‘hard a ‘“‘star- 
board.” If these orders had been promptly 
cbeyed, the Court i of opinion thatthe ships 

hot have come into collision. But the 
statement of Albert Ruggart, the helmsman, 
shows that the ““Oneida’s” head was about S. 
E. when she struck, by which it would appear 
‘that she had only come up about three points 
in three minutes, so that Mr. Yates’ orders 
could not have been promptly obeyed. Hence, 
it is impossible to account for the collision by 
the statements of the survivors of the “Oneida” 
if they are unreservedly accepted. . 

We are of opinion ‘that when Mx. Moldaur 
said to Mr. Yates that he could not go any fur- 
ther to the port, or eastern shore, and ordered 
him to resume ‘his course, for fear of running 
on to the Saratoga spit, he should, knowing 
that it was his duty to get out of the way of an. 
approaching vessel on his starboard bow, at once 
tohave brought the “Bombay” on his port bow 
instead of simply resuming his course. ‘That if, 
when a collision was seen to be imminent the 

ame promptness had been shown by the 

Oneida” in porting her helm as was shown by 
the “Bombay” in putting her helm hard a-star- 
Doard, it might ibly have been averted ; 
while its effects, had it occurred, would cer- 
tainly have been far less serious. " It is shown 
by the evidence of the ‘‘Oncida’s” Officers that 
at no time was the “‘Oneida’s” speed slackened 
after the “Bombay” was considered to be per- 
sistently breaking arale of the road Ly porting, 
the ‘“Oneida's” helm was nevertheless kept 
a-starboard ; and thus the judgment required 
to be exercised in order to counteract the pre- 
sumed mismanagement of an approaching 
steamer was not shown, 

‘These observations are not made as a judg- 
ment upon the management of the “ Oneida” 
which is beyond the province of this Court to: 
consider; but simply in order to institute such a 
comparison as is necessary to show the grounds 
upon which the Court arrives at its conclusion, 

If the statement of Mr. Eyre, his pilot and 
officers are to be believed, we jndge that he 
was right in keeping on the starboard side of 
the channel;—that he acted perfectly right in 
orting his elm as coon as he savy the **Onei- 
Ga’s” lights on the port bow. “We judge that 
he should have slacken: he 
sew the *Oneidals™ ig 
rightly in stopping his engine 
Tie citer stopping his eoginceto reverse thean; 
and that he exereised a sound judgment in 
starboarding his helm when he saw that a colli- 
sion was imminent, and that the “ Oneida’s” 
Jhelin was kept to starboard. 

‘Upon a comparison of the foregoing state 
ments we find, that the damage which has been 
sustained by the ‘ Bombay” is nob attribu- 
table to any default on the part of the Com- 
mauder Mr. Eyre. 

As regarils the second question which this 
Court is called upon the decide. viz: the con- 
duct of Mr. Eyre after the collision had taken 
place; it may be observed that it has not been 
‘without long and serious deliberation amon; 
ourselves, and most careful consideration of 
all the evidence adduced, that we have arrived 
at an unanimous decision. 

‘We find from the evidence before us, that 
onadark starlight might, the 24th January 
last, the steamship ‘‘Iombay,” through no 
fault of her Coumandor, Mr. Eyre, came into 
collison with the U. S. Cc tte “Oneida” in 
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the vicinity of Saratoga spit, situated some ten 
miles from Yokohama. 

That the effect of this collision on the 
“Bombay” was comparatively slight. 

‘That guns were fired from the “Oneida” 
as signals of distress from ten to fifteen minutes 
after the collision took place. 

‘That the report of these guns was not heard, 
nor were the the flashes seen on board the 
wBombey.” 

That after the collision the fact of the 
“Bombay” having been hailed from the 
“Oneida” was reported to Mr. Eyre, 

That Mr. Eyre only knew that some of the 
upper Works of the “Oneida” had been car- 
nied away, and was unaware of the amount of 
injury sustained by the “Oneida.” 

"That the “Bombay” was a Mail Steamer,

That the whole extent of injury sustained 
hy the “Bombay” was not ascertained till 
e day following the collision. 
‘That immediately after the collision it was

‘Under all these circumstances it becomes 
our duty to pronounce whether, in our opini- 
‘on, he was justified in proceeding on his voy- 
age, without waiting to ascertain whether the 
“Oneida” was in need of assistance. 

We recognize the fact that Mr. Eyre was 
laced in a position of great difficulty and 
joubt, and in circumstances under which he 

was called upon to decide promptly ; but we 
regret to have to record it as our opinion, that 
he acted hastily and ill-advisedly in that, in- 
stead of waiting and endeavouring to render 
assistance to the ‘Oneida,” he, without hav- 
ing reason to believe that his own vessel was 
ina perilous condition, proceeded on his voy 
age. . 

‘This conduct constitutes, in our opinion, a 
breach of the 33rd Section of the 63rd Chapter 
of the Merchant, Shipping Act, amendment 
Act, of 1862, and we therefore feel called 
on to suspend Mr. Eyre's certificate for six 
calendar months from this date.

(Nagasaki Shipping List.) 

It inn fact well known to the world, that a 
great number of Japanese were 
professed the Roman Catholic eligi 
centuries ago. In tho year 1596 Taicoorama 
the Shogoon of Japan, through the intriques 
ef the Honzea, commenced an exterminstion of
